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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6, 9-10, 12, 15, 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
unpatentable by Appelbaum et al (US 4,047,179). 

Regarding claims 1 and 17, Appelbaum discloses an antenna for RF 
communications comprising'.a radiating member (21a) comprising an electrically 
conductive material and having a slot extending from a first portion of said radiating 
member to a second portion of said radiating member (21a), said radiating member 
(21a) being substantially tubular and defining a cavity therein', an impedance matching 
device (40a) electrically connected to said radiating member (21a), said impedance 
matching device disposed to match an impedance of said radiating member (21a) with 
at least one of an impedance of a signal source (7) and an impedance of load; and a 
conductor operatively connecting said radiating member to said impedance matching 
device; wherein said impedance matching device said conductor, and at least a portion 
of said radiating member are integrally formed from a single conductive sheet. See 
figures 1-3, col.2,lines 31-67 to col.6, lines 1-55.. 

Regarding claims 2 and 19, Appelbaum discloses wherein said non-conductive 
slot (3) extends along a length of said radiating member. See figures 1-3. 
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Regarding claims 3 and 20, Appelbaum discloses said radiating member and 
said impedance matching device have a common cross sectional profile. See figures 1- 
3. 

Regarding claims 6 and 15, Appelbaum discloses the impedance matching 
device is connected to the second portion of the radiating member. See figures 1 and 
3. 

Regarding claim 9, Appelbaum inherently discloses wherein an absolute value of 
the field impedance of said antenna is less than 5 ohms, because a variable impedance 
circuit (10) can be more or less than 5 ohms. 

Regarding claims 10, 12, Appelbaum discloses an antenna for RF 
communications comprising', a radiating member comprising an electrically conductive 
material, said radiating member being substantially tubular and defining a cavity therein, 
a non-conductive slot extending from a first portion of the radiating member to a second 
portion of the radiating member and an impedance matching device electrically 
connected to said radiating member, said impedance matching device disposed to 
match an impedance of said radiating member with at least one of an impedance of a 
signal source and an impedance of load and inherently discloses an absolute value of 
the field impedance is substantially less than 50 ohms associated with said antenna, 
because a variable impedance circuit (10) can be more or less than 5 ohms. See figures 
1-3, col.2,lines 31-67 to col. 6, lines 1-55.. 

Regarding claim 18, Appelbaum discloses a single conductive structure is formed 
by at least one of a casting process and an extrusion process. See figures 1 -3. 
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Regarding claim 21 , Appelbaum discloses an electrostatic shield 
member, the electrostatic shield member (101) having a axial slot extending from the 
first end of the electrostatic shield member to a second end of the electrostatic shield 
member (101). See figures 1-3, col.2,lines 31-67 to col.6, lines 1-55. 

Claims 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by Parker 
(US 4,260,994). 

Regarding claim 23, Parker discloses an antenna pattern comprising a radiation 
element arranged to produce a lobed cardioid radiation pattern. See col.1, lines 10-22. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7-8, 1 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over by Appelbaum et al (US 4,047,179). 

Regarding claims 7-8, 1 1 and 16, Appelbaum discloses essentially the claimed 
invention but does not explicitly disclose that the field impedance of said antenna is less 
than about 0 ± 2j ohms or the impedance matching device comprises a transverse 
electromagnetic (TEM) feed coupler. It would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to employ Okabe in any desired 0 ± 2 j ohms or a transverse electromagnetic 
(TEM) feed coupler in order to maximize the usage of his invention, since applicant 
does not disclose that, all of these limitations can solve any stated problem and for any 
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particular purpose. Therefore, it appears that the invention would not provide any 
improvement but merely apply the invention in different presentation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-5, 13-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art does not teach that, at least one capacitor comprising at least a first 
conductive lead and a second conductive lead, said first conductive lead being 
connected to said radiating member proximate to a first side of said non-conductive slot, 
and said second conductive lead being connected to said radiating member proximate 
to a second side of said non-conductive slot recited in dependent claims 4-5, 13-14. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Takei et al (US 5,977,924) and Mckinzie II et al. (US 
20003/001 1522) are cited to show a slot array antenna.
